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Clarke makes list 
in college survey 


Clarke College is included among the 
34 colleges listed in the top ticr of Midwest- 
ern liberal arts colleges in the 1996 edition 
of U.S. News and World Report's America’s 
Best Colleges. 

Clarke’s inclusion in the first tier is 
based on its overall scores in the “U.S. News 
Survey.” Criteria include high school class 
rank, standardized test scores and gradua- 
tion rates of students; quality of faculty, 
expenditures for instruction, including li- 
brary and technology; and alumni support. 

With a 12:1 student/teacher ratio, stu- 
dents receive one-on-one attention from 
faculty. Most students graduatc in four 
years, many with double majors. 95 per- 
cent of Clarke graduates are employed or 
in graduate school within six months of 
graduation, compared to the national aver- 
age of 84 percent. 82 percent of the class 
of 1995 were employed or in graduate 
school by the time of graduation, compared 
to the national average of 42 percent. 

Clarke freshmen consistently achieve a 
high school GPA of 3.4 or higher and have 
an average ACT score of 24 or better. Over 
57 percent rank in the top 25 percent of their 
high school class. Clarke offers a full range 
of academic and talent scholarships. includ- 
ing competitions in art, music, and drama. 
For the 1995-96 year, 93 percent of students 
receive $6.3 million in financial aid. 

Clarke has also been recognized in 
Barron's Best Buys in College Education 
as among the 15 percent of four-year col- 
leges nationwide that provide a high qual- 
ity education for a relatively modest cost.

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you should try it,” Chris Brees said. 

Next he will ask volunteers from the au- 
dience who want to be hypnotized to come 
on stage.
